Manufacture of Aluminous Cake. 





A new process of making a white aluminous 
cake or sulphate of alumina, or other aluminous 
product, from a ferruginous material, such as 


bauxite, alum clay, &c., is conducted by redu- | 


cing the salts of ferric oxide contained therein to 
salts of ferrous oxide, and at the same time neu- 
tralizing any free sulphuric acid which may be 
present, for the purpose of producing an article 
well suited for paper makers and other uses. 
Any organic compounds which have the prop- 
erty of reducing the highly colored ferric-oxide 
salts into the lower oxide or ferrous-oxide salts, 


are used. The organic compounds preferred are | 
oxalic acid or oxalates of the alkalies, alkaline | 
earths, or metallic bases, which are added to a | 


solution of sulphate of alumina, produced by 
the action of sulphuric acid upon bauxite or other 
ferruginous aluminous compound. 
to oxalic acid and its salts, other organic sub- 
stances are also applicable as reducing agents. 


Oxalic acid and its salts act on the heated solu- | 


tions of ferruginous sulphate of alumina, to 
which they are added in proper quantities, either 
before or after the silica and undecomposed par- 
ticles of aluminous material have settled out, re- 
ducing the peroxide of iron to an almost color- 
less protoxide of iron, and if any free sulphuric 
acid is present, the alkalies, alkaline earths, or 
metallic bases in combination with said oxalic 
acid will neutralize the sulphuric acid, thus 
forming a neutral or basic sulphate of alumina. 
It is evident that if the solution of sulphate of 
alumina is acid and it is desirable to produce a 
neutral or basic product, only the salts of oxalic 
acid should be used, while in a solution already 
neutral the free oxalic acid may be used. The 
solution of sulphate of alumina which has been 
treated with oxalic acid or other organic com- 
pound is then treated in the usual manner to 
form sulphate of alumina or aluminous cake. 
The claim covers the process of manufacturing 
a colorless aluminous cake containing iron salts 
from ferruginous aluminous sulphate, by treat- 
ing the ferruginous aluminous sulphate with 
oxalic acid or oxalates of the alkalies, of the 
alkaline earths, or of the metallic bases, to con- 
vert ferric-oxide salts into ferrous-oxide salts.

Coloring Paper Pulp.

Reddish Orange—Four Shades,— 


1.—% kilog. alum; the pulp is heated to 30° to 40° R, | 


and dyed with 150 grams aniline—orange, reddish; 
refined, containing the greatest amount of color- 
ing matter. 

2.—% kilog. alum, 220 grams refined aniline—orange, 
reddish. 

3.—% kilog. alum, 300 grams refined aniline—orange, 
reddish. 

4.—1 kilog. alum, 400 grams refined aniline—orange, 
reddish. 

Aniline orange resists acids; there is no neces- 
sity to treat the remnants from bleaching with 
precipitated chalk or crystallized soda; but be- 
fore the pulp is mordanted with alum it should 
be thoroughly washed. 

Mandarine.— 

144 kilogs. alum; 14 to 4% hour later, 400 grams aniline 
—red orange, 100 grams red poppy color, G G; 
the pulp to be treated the same as previously in- 
dicated. 

Deep Red Orange.— 

The temperature of the pulp is raised to 30° to 40° R.; 
then dye with 24% kilogs. Cayenne annatto dis- 
solved with 4 kilogs. crystallized soda, and 44 tol 
hour later add % kilog. alum. 

By treating the preceding with a small quan- 
tity of diluted sulphuric or acetic acid or, better 
still, with the organic tartaric or citric acid, a 
deep red orange will be obtained, very handsome 
but not fast. Greater duration is given thecolor 
by adding a decoction of weld and cochineal.

Fine Blue (Pure Blue).—

grams chemically pure tin salt. In a few minutes 
the pulp loses its yellowish color produced in the 
bath of permanganate of potassa or soda. The 
alumina mordant, with alkaline reaction, has to 
be preceded by a short washing. 

Mordant.— 

2l6 kilogs. soda crystallized, 244 kilogs. alum, or 2 
kilogs. sulphate of alumina. A quarter of an 
hour later it is dyed at an elevated temperature 
with 200 to 250 grams alkaline blue, B B or B B B, 
the sort containing the most coloring matter;

The pulp then passes from the plate to the fur- 
rows i in the stone, which furrows also run diag- 
onal, thus carrying the pulp by the assistance of 
the centrifugal force through the stones, which 
finishes the refining. The pulp is caught in the 
outside casing and is discharged through an 
aperture, h,inthe bottom.

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Flat Boilers for High Pressures. 





In a paper recently read before the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers, one of the 
| members proposed and actually presented a 
drawing of a form of boiler, in which the shell, 
fire box, combustion chamber, or, in fact, the 
whole strain-resisting portion of the boiler was 
composed of flat or rectangular surfaces. The 


writer in advocating this form of boiler said:

Ina bridge the strains 
to which the material is subjected, by virtue of 
the function it has to perform, are of a very 
complex nature, The strains are not entirely 
statical but are partly dynamical. They vary

Professor Trowbridge, in his “Heat and Heat 
Engines,” says: ‘Considered merely in reference 
to strength and internal capacity, combined with | 
the least weight of material, the spherical form } 
is that which fulfills the theoretical requirements | 
of strength and safety. | 
This is the form which | 
a gaseous substance, 
inclosed by an elastic 
envelope,assumes under | 
the opposing effects of 
its internal elastic force | 
and a uniform external | 
resisting pressure. A 
vessel of this form pos- 
sesses the advantage in 
regard to strength that 
every point of the shell 
or external envelope is 
exposed to a strain of 
extension. No cross 
strain is produced in 
any part of the ma- 
terial, and no distortion can occur from the in- 
ternal pressure. 


“The spherical form is not, however, the best 
adapted for the application of heat externally, 
nor is it the form of cheapest construction. 
Those conditions are obtained by modifying this 
form and extending it to the cylindrical shape, 
which gives the same advantages in transform- 
ing all the strains into tangential strains, while 
it permits of the most extensive variety of 
arrangements of heat. The cylinder, whether 
it be used for the exterior shell of the boiler in 
which it is subjected to internal pressure, or for 
the flues or tubes required for the flow of the 
gases to the chimney, or for the liquid circula- | 
tion, is the form best adapted for cheapness of | 
construction, strength, permanence of strength, 
permanence of shape under both internal and | 
external pressures, and for the flow of liquids; 
and it thus forms a basis for nearly all construc- 
tions, modifications or departures from this form | 
being adopted only in exceptional cases, such as | 
the boilers of steam vessels, where the figure of | 
the external shell is often adapted to the position 
and space available.” 

The strains upon the circular sheets of a boiler 
can be determined accurately. Their strain-re- 
sisting power is greater owing to their form than | 
if the surfaces were flat. Where bracing be- | 
comes necessary the extra strength (or brace | 
area) required is smaller and the distribution of 
strains upon the braces can be done with cer- | 
tainty. We fail tosee any advantage in the pro- 
posed change. Our aim in better construction | 
must be not to a complication and multiplication 
of braces, but to a method of abolishing them. 
Braces occupy valuable space, add to the weight | 
of the boiler, prevent ready accessibility for re- 
pairs, prevent proper cleaning and scaling, and | 
thus encourage corrosion and burning of plates. 
The boiler of the future for high pressure is not 
a flat boiler. The tendency of the present points 
to some form of sectional boiler, but whatever 
be the particular forms adopted, flat surfaces 
will be used less and less until the ‘‘flat” boiler 
will sink into oblivion, where it will properly be- 
long, a relic of the past.—American Engineer.

Process of Treating Wood, &e. 








In a new process of treating wood or a vege 
table fibrous substance, for the removal of mat- 
ters detrimental to its conversion into pulp for 
the manufacture of paperor other uses, the wood 
or fibrous vegetable material is introduced into a 
suitable retort or vessel provided with a tube or 
which heat is applied to it and 
the vapors are expelled from it, care being taken 
that the temperature should not be such as to 
materially injure or carbonize the 
fibrous material, but be sufficient and kept up a 
proper period to extract from the fibres the in- 
crusting matter, and principally remove it by 
the vapor or vapors in their passage through the 
educt, the completion of their removal being 
effected by steam at suitable pressure let into

and thence out of the vessel through its educt, 
such steam serving to wash away or take up and 
carry off any of the evolved incrusting matter 
that, were it not for such use of steam, would 
be liable to or might remain in the retort or 
vessel and become condensed upon the charge of 
wood or fibrous vegetable material to its injury. 

The tube or educt of the retort or vessel may 
or should usually lead into a suitable condenser, 
whereby the volatile matters or vapors removed 
from the retort may be condensed and reduced 
to pyroligneous acid or other products usually 
resulting from the distillation of wood or vege- 
table growths. 

In some cases the heat is applied to the wood 
in whole or in part by means of superheated 
steam let into the vessel or retort, such being 
one means of effecting the separation of the in- 
crusting matter from the fibres of the charge, 
and of effecting recomposition of such. 

The temperature required in most cases to 
produce the desired result is about 450° or 500° 
Fahrenheit, it being kept up for several hours, or 
until the wood or fibrous vegetable matter may 
have the fibre-incrusting matter properly re- 
moved from it, a pyrometer being employed 
from time to time, as occasion may require, to 
indicate the temperature within the retort or 
treating vessel. 

The wood or fibrous material to be so treated 
should generally be cut into small or short 
lengths before being placed in the retort, but 
in some cases this will not be necessary or de- 
sirable. 

The claim of this invention is the process of 
treating wood or a vegetable fibrous material in a 
retort or vessel by heat, and by vapor extracted 
thereby from the wood or charge, the subsequent 
passage of steam through the retort or vessel 
and upon or about the charge, so as to prevent 
the accumulation on or remove from it con- 
densed vapors of the products eliminated from it.

Proper Point of Cut-Off. 


For moderate piston speed, unjacketed cylin- 
ders, and 25 to 30 pounds’ steam, the maximum 
cut-off is 410 to 1¢. With high speed, earlier 
cut-off may be employed, as the irregularity of 
motion due to short cut-off gives less trouble with 
high speed than with lower. 

In ordinary stationary engines with drop cut- 
off and a speed 300 times the cube root of the 
half stroke, among the best examples expand 
about three times with steam at 40 té 50 pounds, 
four times witb 60 or 70 pounds, and five times 
with 100 pounds’ pressure. Thurston recom- 
mends proportioning at one-half the cube root 
of the pressure. 

With very high piston speed on steam jack- 
eted engines and compounds in which the ex- 
pansion is so divided as to lessen the loss by in- 
ternal condensation and by friction, Thurston 
recommends a cut-off of three-fourths the cube 
root of the whole Thus the Porter- 
Allen exhaust will do well at one-eighth cut-off 
and 100 pounds’ steam, The higher the piston 
speed the greater the number of turns per min- 
ute; the better the jacket and the drier the steam,

Trade does not seem to change much from 
week to week. Things are very dull, indeed, 
and it isa wonder to me that, considering the 
amount of grumbling that goes on, any busi- 
ness is doing at all. I think the paper trade 
is somewhat like the occupation of a farmer— 
grumbling at something is very necessary. It is 
a kind of safety-valve against the feeling of dis- 
appointment at not getting old prices, severe 
competition and the thousand and one ills that 
paper makers seem afflicted with. 

There is no great change here. Paper seems 
to be lower and lower. Yesterday I had occa- 
sion to buy a sample lot of fine printings at about 
7d. per pound, and I had great difficulty in ob- 
taining what I wanted. Only one large house 
in London had the paper or anything approach- 
ing it in quality. There was plenty of paper at 
about 3d. and 31d. ; after that there was general 
scarcity. 

Engine-sized writings are being made over by 
the ton literally. Prices vary from 3d. to 4d., 
but all kinds of discounts make these figures 
vary to the verge of similarity. I should say 
3%d. represented a very fair class of engine- 
sized writings nowadays. News ranges at 2°<d. 
to 2'¢d., and I have even heard of 24d. If 
paper makers continue to make it, of course 
printers won’t pay more. That’s certain. 

Raw materials are aboutthe same. There was 
a bit of a stir last Wednesday in the Guildhall 
Court. Mr. Mejer, who was a clerk with Mr. 
Knoblauch up to the end of November last, left 
the employ of that geritleman rather suddenly, 
having, I believe, overdrawn his salary for the 
month of December. Mr. Mejer went to Jacob 
& Nicholson to take an appointment there. His 
duties were to buy up all the rags on the Conti- 
nent, and cause general desolation among all the 
rag merchants alive. Circulars were issued. I | 
sent you one and you had one direct also. Mr. | 


Knoblauch sued his late clerk last Wednesday | 
for a few pounds, and the defendant fought his 
old employer on the ground of being entitled to | 
a month’s salary on dismissal. It was proved 
that Jacob & Nicholson paid the expenses of a tour 
Mr. Mejer enjoyed on the Continent in Decem- 
ber, and the consequence was, seeing that a man 
can’t be receiving two salaries from two oppo- 
sition firms at the same time, that poor Mr. 
Mejer has to pay the full amount claimed and 
the costs. The latter will naturally come to 
about four times the amount of the debt. This 
is one of the little peculiarities of English law. 
I don’t know that any opinion can be offered on 
the above case; but it created a little excite- 
ment and the rag trade was well represented “‘at 
court.” 

I send you a splendid specimen of watermark- 
ing, such I am sure as will excite your admira- 
tion. I will see that you have a couple of speci- 
mens sent framed and fitted up to show in your 
office. As you will see, the design is a calendar | 
with full details for the current year. The 
dandy roll was made by T. J. Marshall & Co., 
of Kingsland, London, England, and is a great 
credit to them. A specimen will be sent to every 
mill in the United Kingdom, with the first copy 
of Paper Making. | 

Iam sorry to hearthat W. Chadwick, of Man- 
chester, is very ill, at home. The past severe 
winter has affected him seriously, and I fear 
that the symptoms are assuming a very unfa- 
vorable nature. The large mills at Broughton | 
Grove are being thoroughly rebuilt, so that very | 
shortly this mill will be one of the largest and | 
most complete we have. 

A new Lancashire (limited) company is com- 
ing out under the auspices of a real live bishop. 
I can understand a bishop knowing something 
of sermon paper as to its cost per ream; but when 
bishops turn paper makers, no wonder times are 
bad and the trade is going to the d——1. 

There is to be a change in a great Scotch 
paper making firm. A well known face will be 
missed from the personnel of the firm. He re- | 
tires and is going to buy an estate and live in | 
Kent.

The present contract for postal cards expires | 


on July 1, when the work will be given out for 
another term of four years, and there is consid- 
erable speculation as to whether the business will 
be taken away from Holyoke. The contract was 
let to the American Phototype Company, of 
New York, and is still held by it nominally, al- 
though Woolworth & Graham are the real par- 
ties. The contract for furnishing the paper was 
given to the Parsons Paper Company, of this 
city, and the business of manufacturing the 
cards was moved from New York to Holyoke, to 
save the expense of freightand cases. The rent 
is also cheaper here; but as steam power is used 
to run the presses and cutters, there is not any 


| saving in that item, the expense, however, being 


quite small, because only little power is needed. 
But the freight on four tons of paper a day, with 


| the necessary cases and cartage in New York, 
| would amount to $7,000 or $8,000 a year, and the 


finished cards can be sent from here to the va- 
rious post offices in the country as easily as from 
New York. Whoever secures the new contract 
will find all these facts true, and the question as 
to the whole business remaining here no doubt de- 
pends upon where the paper is made. The matter 
of freight alone will be sufficient to insure the 
manufacture of the cards when the paper is 
bought; and it would seem that Holyoke has the 
inside track for the entire business. The Par- 
sons Company probably knows a little better 
than any other concern just how much the paper 
can be made for, and its bid will therefore be 
more intelligently made than others; but 
several others will try for the contract. The 
Parsons Company built the’ brick structure 
where the cards are made and the govern- 
ment offices are situated, and rent it to the Pho- 
totype Company under which their contract 


talc sells for from $20 to $25 a ton at the mine, 
and no doubt the owners will reap a rich har- 
vest. But such newspaper sensations cause no 
excitement here, where almost everything has 
been tried, and where rags still form the bulk of 
the stock for fine papers. A substance similar to 
the pulp made from this talc has been sent here 
and experimented with, but without much suc- 
cess. It is called agalite, and an Ohio paper 
maker told me the other day that they made 


| manilla paper out there from this agalite and 


wood pulp. Of course, our paper makers use 
many things for filling, for making a smooth 
surface, &c.; but these substances are all em- 
ployed in limited quantities. 

Beebe & Holbrook are enlarging the bleach 
duster room of their mill by extending part of 
the west wall. 

Royal C. Dickinson, treasurer and principal 
owner in the Excelsior Paper Company, is very 
dangerously sick at the Holyoke House, his 
boarding place, and is not expected to recover.

Making Steam. 


Mepvsa, N. Y., 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

I am located in a section of country where 
fuel is costly and economy in its use of the first 
importance. I have tried to ascertain what the 
height of water in the boiler should be to secure 
the greatest economy. The result of my investi- 
gations is that the boiler will steam the fastest 
when the heating surface is just fairly covered 
with water, and that any addition to this quan- 
tity involves an increased consumption of fuel. 
I have a great respect for theory of ali kinds, but 
more for practice. Our own boiler will steam 
most rapidly with not more than one inch of 
water on the top tier of tubes; but as that is too 
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| little for safety, we carry about three inches. 
| Finespun theory about the steam bubbles getting 


entangled amongst the upper tubes, is all bosh; 
at least it appears soto me. If the fire is good, 


| the steam will find its way to the surface fast 


enough. M.

Edward Bauer, dealer in paper hangings, Cin- 
cinnati, O., has made an assignment. 

A meeting of the creditors of L. F. Lawrence, 
Adams & Co., dealers in stationery, &c., 169 
Devonshire street and 30 Arch street, Boston, 
was held on Friday, April 1, Mr. Wilson, of 
Pulsifer, Jordan & Wilson, acting as chairman, 
and Henry R. Brigham (representing the New 
York Stationers’ Board of Trade) as secretary. 
Upon being called upon for an exhibit of its 
financial status, the firm made a showing of its 
affairs, as follows: The liabilities aggregate 
$30,748.28, of which $15,671.95 is notes payable 
and $15,076.33 accounts payable. The assets 
consist of $7,440.01 in bills receivable, $10,000 
in printing office plant, and $14,559.50 in stock 
and store furniture and fixtures, making a total 
of $51,999.51, and showing a nominal excess of 
$1,251.23 over the liabilities. The plant of the 
printing office cost $30,000, but Mr. Lawrence 
said that $10,000 is now all it is worth, and even 

| more in case it should be necessary to remove it. 
| The store fixtures, which, in the statement of 
assets, were reckoned at $1,000, cost $5,000. Mr. 
Lawrence stated that the stock was figured at 
its present market value, without reference to 
cost, and that the accounts included in the assets 
are all good. In answer to inquiries as to 
whether the debtors had any proposition by way 
| of settlement to submit to the meeting, Mr. Law- 
rence said that they had not, but that they de- 
sired a week in which to come to a conclusion as 
to what they could offer by way of compromise. 
There is an attachment upon the firm’s establish- 
ment, but arrangements will be made so that no 
judgment will be obtained before an adjustment 
is arrived at. It was voted to give the firm time 
to prepare an offer, and that matters should be

Obituary.

AYRES. 


John B. Ayres, whose name is familiar to the | 


paper trade, died in this city on Monday last of 
apoplexy. 

Last Saturday Mr. Ayres went out upon the 
road, and in the afternoon the horses he was 
driving came dashing down Seventh avenue un- 
til nearly opposite Briggs’ stable. Mr. Briggs 


recognized them and succeeded in turning them | 
On assisting Mr. Ayres out | 


toward the stable. 
of the carriage, Mr. Briggs noticed his unnatural 
appearance and told him he was sick and had 
better go to bed. The old gentleman replied: 

‘*] have never been sick yet so that I could not 


walk out, and I have never been in bed in the | 


daytime. Iam not going to commence now.” 
Nevertheless, it became necessary to remove him 
to his lodgings, where he remained almost, if 
not wholly, unconscious until his death. 

Mr. Ayres was born in 1817 at Newton Lower 
Falls, 
with the father of ex-Governor Rice in the man- 
ufacture of paper. At an early age he entered 


his father’s mill, where he learned the art of | 
paper making, and before he attained his major- | 


ity he also learned the millwright business. 
About the year 1837 he went to Pequoneck, 
Conn., and engaged in the paper mills there as a 


millwright. After remaining at that place about | 


a year, he went to Northampton, Mass., to work 
as a machine tender in D. & J. Ames’ mill. This 
position he occupied for two years, when he en- 
gaged with Platner & Smith, of Lee, Mass., in 
the same capacity. Here he became very friend- 
ly with the members of the firm on account of 
his genial character and efficiency. In 1842 he 
went to Niagara Falls, where he was employed 
as a machine tender in the Porter Mills. Here 
he remained about two years, when he secured 


the position of foreman ina mill at Greenville, | 


N.C. After retaining this situation for about a 
year he left it, and started for Lee, Mass. ; butin 
passing through Philadelphia he called on Jo- 
seph McDowell, a well known paper dealer and 
manufacturer, who engaged him as foreman of 
his mill at Pennypack, near that city. However, 
before taking charge he returned to Lee to visit 
Stephen Thorne, who was then engaged in paper 
making with Platner & Smith. During this visit 
he met a sister of Alonzo Goodrich, who recently 
died. This lady he married and took with him 
to Philadelphia. He remained in charge of Mc- 
Dowell’s mill until 1848, and during his residence 
there he was a general favorite in all the circles 
in which he moved, and after leaving the Mc- 
Dowell family, he kept up a friendly communi- 
cation with them for a long time. 


He resigned the foremanship of the Penny- | 


pack mill for the purpose of taking charge of 
mills just then erected at Ancram, Columbia 
County, N. Y., by Geo. W. Platner, of Platner 
& Smith, Lee, Mass. Here he remained for 
some years, when he heard of his friend Mr. 
Thorne having given up paper making and en- 
gaging in the sale of paper in this city. He then 
reasoned that there was a field open for him also 
in that direction, and in 1852 he engaged with 
George Y. Steele & Co., of this city, as sales- 
man, He remained with this firm until it failed 
two years later. 
with Hanna & Beebe, with whom he stayed for 
about a year. In 1855 he accepted the foreman- 
ship of Richard & Hoskins’ mill, Gardiner, Me., 
which he retained for about four years, when he 
again became eager to change the business of 
manufacture for that of dealer. Here his life- 
long friend Mr. Thorne came to his aid, and 
secured him a position as salesman with H. C. & 
M. Hulbert, with whom he remained until 1862, 
when he formed a partnership with W. H. Ames, 
under the name of J. B. Ayres & Co. This firm 
continued in business for a few years and was 
very successful. It was dissolved by mutual 
consent on July 1, 1865, and in January, 1866, 
Mr. Ayres formed a partnership with George W. 
Day, which was also dissolved in January, 1872. 
He then associated himself with Theodore Con- 
row, who is now the surviving member of the 
firm. 

Mr. Ayres was always a favorite with his em- 
ployees, and was a social, pleasant gentleman 


in every respect, being noted for bluff good | 


nature and scrupulous honesty. He was well 
known along the boulevards and other public

In Gamble’s most ingenious arrangement, gas 
eous fuel is employed, the air for its combustion 
being heated by passing through a nest of iron 
pipes placed in the flue, so that the waste heat is 
to some extent utilized, while a considerable 
amount of upward pressure is obtained in the 
flues of the furnace. 

Deacon, onthe other hand, obtains the same 
result with ordinary fuel, by sinking the fire 
grate some depth below the floor line, and taking 
advantage of the power of the ascending column 
of fuel gases. This furnace has had considerable 
success, and has reduced very much indeed the 
leakage through the arch of the furnace, a fault 
all muffle furnaces are very liable to have. 

So much for the close or mufflefurnaces. The 
other class, the open roaster or furnace, has not 
been so much improved in its old form. The 
most approved form is that with an iron pan 
and one “‘ roaster,” the pan being heated by a 
separate fire, and in many cases the roaster be- 
ing fired with coke, so as to avoid the choking 
up of the condensers with soot.
